On the 30th December, 1971, the 4th Battalion of the 
Central Reserve Police Force, were ordered to apprehend a 
contingent of armed hostiles who had infiltrated into the 
Indian territory in Manipur and were proceeding to Imphal 
valley with intention to disturb the peace in the State. On 
the 2nd January, 1972, the information about the exact loca- 
tion of the hostiles was received at 0645 hours by all the 
companies of the 4th Battalion, while they were camping 
near village Lakhichara. Immediately on receipt of the infor- 
mation, Shri M. C. Soam rushed to the hideout of the hostiles. 
After wading through cold water and moving through thick 
jungle, the patrol led by Shri Soam reached the suspected area 
and strategically deployed tho personnel of the patrol to ensure 
successful action. After completing the deployment Shri 
Soam moved forward. The hostiles got alerted and opened 
flic on tho patrol with automatic weapons while they were 
still about 75 metres away, Shri Soam remained undeterred 
and led his men without concern for his personal safety. He 
charged the hostiles and after a close battle dislodged them 
from their position and captured seven armed hostiles along- 
with automatic rifles and one sten gun. After Interrogation 
and follow-up operation's, six more hostiles were arrested.

been cordoned off by hi? foice in the village. The Addi- 
tional Superintendent of Police, Dholpur requested that as 


much froce as possible be rushed to the scene. On receipt 
of this information, Shri A. M, Shall rushed to the spot with 
the maximum available police force. On reaching the out- 
skirts of the village, the police force was divided into three 
parties two of which were led by Shri A, M. Shah and Shri 
Jaipal Singh, The Police parties were deployed to take up 
positions in the cordon around the village. Firing continued 
from both sides for the whole of the night. The dacoits 
made three or four attempts to escape under the cover of 
fiie but were not allowed to do so by the police party. At 
4.30 a.m. the dacoits opened very heavy ffre on the police 
force and made another attempt to escape put were not 
successful. It was then decided by the police to tighten the 
cordon, The cordon was then brought to a distance of 
about 50 yards from the dacoits inspite of heavy firing. At 
5.00 a.m.. it was decided to storm the hide-out of the dacoits 
and for this purpose volunteers were asked to come forward, 
Shri Jaipal Singh and Shri Kishan Singh Tomar came forward 
and a two-pronged attack was launched on the dacoits. All 
the police officers including Shri A, M. Shah, Shri Jaipal 
Singh and Shri Kishan Singh Tomar crawled towards their 
objective under heavy fire from the dacoits in disregard of 
their personal safety. Two dacoits were shot dead but three 
dacoits managed to escape to the houses in tile rear. There- 
after, a house-to-house combing operation was launched in 
search of the remaining dacoits. The dacoits kept on firing 
intermittently and stealthily moved from one place to another. 
One of the dacoits made an attempt to break the cordon but 
was shot dead. As n result of the action by the above 
mentioned officers in collaboration with the officers of the 
Rajasthan police, a total of 13 dacoits were shot dead and a 
lot of arms and ammunition was captured. 

In this encounter S/Shri A. M. Shah, Jaipal Singh and 
Kishan Singh Tomar exhibited conspicuous gallantry and 
courage.

Prem Singh, a notorious desperado of Rohtak District had 
become a source of terror in the Police Stations of Rat and 
Sonepat and was wanted in two cases of murder. On the 
24th June, 1970, while Constable Suraj Bhan of Kashmere 
Gate Police Station was on ‘gasht’ duty in plain clothes 
without arms, he learnt at 1430 hours that a suspicious look- 
ing person was lurking inside Tilak Park, Shri Suraj Bhan 
immediately proceeded to the Park and noticed a person 
lying there in a shabby dress. On questioning, the stranger 
gave evasive replies. When Constable Suraj Bhan asked the 
stranger to get up and accompany him to the Police Station, 
the stranger got up, took out a loaded revolver disclosed his 
identity ns Prem Singh and asked the Constable Suraj Bhan 
to leave the place at once. Prem Singh threatened to kill 
Constable Suraj Bhan if th e latter did not leave the place. 
Undeterred by the loaded revolver and the threats of the 
desperado Suraj Bhan, Constable, rushed at Prem Singh to 
snatch the weapon from his hands, but the latter fired a shot 
at the Police Constable. The bullet missed the large!. A 
mortal combal ensued between Constable Suraj Bhan and the 
desperado Prem Singh in which th e latter fired another shot 
which grazed past (he right eye-brow of Constable Suraj 
Bhan which caused a bleeding wound. At this stage, the 
chamber of the revolver, got opened and 4 live cartridges 
fell down. Constable Suraj Bhan wifh the help of a passer- 
by overpowered the desperado. 

In an encounter with a notorious desperado. Shri Suraj 
Bhan, Constable, exhibited conspicuous gallantry and over- 
poweied him in disregard of the loaded revolver held by the 
desperado.

Dacoit Chhote Singh Rajput, resident of village Mallpura, 
District Bhjnd, had formed a formidable gang and had sur- 
vived the efforts of the police to liquidate it during the last 
ten years. Finding it difficult to operate in the plains of 
District Bhind, dacoit Chhote Singh started ravaging the 
areas of Districts Moiena, Shivpuri and Kota in Rajasthan. 
On llth March, 1971, Shri Surjit Singh, Superintendent of 
Police, Morcna, received information that the gang was 

present somewhere- in the jungle near village Pera in Police 

Station Palpur. He took a detour of seven miles on foot in 

the dead of night of llth March, 1971 and entered the fringe 

of the jungle near village Pera on the morning of 12th 
March, 1971. The Police party was divided into two groups 
one of which was personally led by Shri Surjit Singh, While 
the dacoits were at the top of h thickly wooded hill and had 
the advantage of cover, the police parties were moving 
exposed to their view and fire. When one of the police 
parties approached the hill from the western side, the dacoits 
opened fire on them. On seeing that a police party had been 
subjected to concentrated fire by the dacoits. Shri Surjit 
S-iugh rushed forward at the head of his small party towards 
the hill, and charged the dacoits exposing himself to grave 
risk of life. As a result of this charge by Shri Surjit Singh, 
the dacoits fled from their positions. Shri Surjit Singh 
chaxd the fleeing dacoits and shot dead three of them in 
running encounter and rescued two kidnapped persons, In 
the tollow-iip action, some more dacoits were shot dead, and 
most of the remaining dacoits were arrested, 

In this encounter, Shri Surjit Singh displayed conspicouv 
gallantry, courage and bravery.

RESOLUTION 

No. 3/4/70 -PPD . — In its Resolution No. 1/78/69-PPD, 
dated the 1 1th May 1970, the Government of India announc- 
ed the decisions taken on the Report of the Oil Prices Com- 
mittee (hereinafter referred to as OPC) set up in June 1968. 
The Supplemental Report of the OPC, which was received 
subsequently, deals with the pricing of lube base stocks, 
lubricants and greases etc. 
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2. 1. After a careful study of this Report, the Government 
has decided to accept in principle the OPC’s recommenda- 
tion, namely, that the ex- refinery prices of specified lube base 
slocks should be fixed on the basis of the estimated cost of 
imports using the lowest FOB price of actual import of 
equivalent grades and, in the absence of such equivalent 
grades having been imported, the computed lowest FOB price 
from the price of the nearest ^ptparable blend of imported 
grades. However, the FOB prices in respect of the imported 
stocks, which the OFC had used for computing the prices of 
indigenous products, had to be re-worked on the basis of the 
actual pour-points of these imported stocks. The reason for 
this was that the OPC had overlooked the actual pour- 
points of the imported stocks whose FOB prices it had 
adopted as the basis on the incorrect assumption that all of 
them had a pour-point below a certain level. Thus, in 
making re-calculations and determining the extent of price 
reduction justified as a result of higner pour-point, price 
data relating to products with correct pour-points have been 
used. In the case of Pale Oils, however, reduction on 
account of pour-point was considered necessary only if the 
base stocks made from them have a pour-point higher than 
4-3 7 °F which is the maximum pour-point mentioned in the 
l.S.I. specification (IS-493-1958) for machinery and spindle 
oils in the blending of which Pale Oils are used and no 
adjustment was considered necessary for “quality". 

2. 2. As regards Transformer Oil Base Stock, it has been 
decided to accept, for the present, the basis suggested by the 
OPC for fixing the ex-refinery price using the lowest FOB 
cost paid when this product was actually imported in India 
prior to its production indigenously. 

2. 3. As the wharfage rates of Madras Port increased after 
the submission of the Report of OPC, revised wharfage rates 
at Madras have been taken into account in determining the 
prices of lube base stocks at Madras. The ceiling selling ex- 
refinery prices, based on the recommendations made by OPC 
as modified by the Government, in respect of 22 lube base 
stocks including Transformer Oil Base Stock are being noti- 
fied to the oil companies separately. 

2. 4. The Committee has suggested that the prices now^ 
being fixed for Jube base stocks should reamin in force for 
a period of 3 years during which no adjustment will be made 
for changes in FOB costs, fluctuations in marine freight, 
insurance, wharfage or other elements of import cost exclu- 
sive of duty and further that adjustment will be made for 
variations in the rales of customs duty and additional excise 
duty. This recommendation has been accepted with the 
following modifications : — 

(a) The prices as determined now will be applicable 
initially till 1-6-73 so as to be co-terminus with the 
period of validity of the pricing of bulk refined 
petroleum products as decided by Government and 
set out in the Resolution referred to in para 1 
above. 

(b) The ex-refinery prices should be fixed without 
adding the additional excise duty payable by the 
marketing companies. In case such a duty is paid 
by tho refinery at the time of delivery of the pro- 
duct, the same shall bo reimbursed to the refinery 
by the marketing company concerned, 

(c) No adjustment need be made in the selling prices 
on account of future variations in the rates of 
import duty. 

2.5. The Government has already decided to mop up the 
adventitious gains accruing to Lube Refineries on account of 
(he customs duty element being higher than the excise duty 
on indigenous lube base stocks. 

3. The Committee has suggested that the prices of indl- 
enous lube base stocks for which no ceiling selling prices 
avc been recommended by it and of the products that con- 
tinue to be imported, the seller may continue to determine 
the price as aL present. This recommendation is accepted 
with the proviso that the Government reserves the right to 
fix, as and when it considers it necessary to do so, the ceiling 
ex-refinery selling prices of additional lube base stocks or 
new lube base stocks which may be produced in future. 

4. The recommendation of the OPC that as it was not 
feasible to fix the price of each grade of lubricants and 
greases at present, the price control over these products 
should continue to be under “Block Control” system as at 


present, has been accepted by Government and the decision 
conveyed in para 2.6(a) of the Government's Resolution 
referred to in para f above will apply to this ease also. 

5. The Government accepts the recommendation of the 
Committee that the rate of commission paid to the dealers 
on Light Diesel Oil should continue to remain at the present 
level of Rs. 6.60 per KL and that the local authorities may 
allow recovery of any extra expenditure incurred by agents 
dealers under local conditions.
